\A Remarkable Prophecy By 
Chief, and its Sequel. 


’ 


In the Prince SAlbert Herald of 
April 19th, there is an‘ interesting 
paragraph as to a Lac la Range In- 
dian who foretold his death to the 
day, a week in advance, though ap- 
parently quite well at the time of his 
Prediction, This reminds me of a 
similar incident right here in the old 
days which may interest some of our 
readers, 

Ki-nis-tin was by farsand away the 
leading Indian in this locality when I 
settled here in 1884 and a man of very 
strong character. He had a follow- 
ing of some fourteen braves amongst 
whom, his eight sons were notable as 
fine big men, skilled hunters: and 
splendid shots, and they were all arm- 
ed at that time wifh repeating Win- 
chester’s, Ki-nis-tin purchased all 
“supplies, sold all furs trapped by the 
band and personally transacted all 
their business; his tradelone had 
practicaliy enriched Zavier Patoche, 
who owas their favorite trader. At 
that tine he was not on friendly 
terms with the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, towards whom he held a 
grtidge, as parties who had sold the 
Indians birthright. 

On several occasions he gave me 
warning that I was encroaching on 
his hunting grounds by settling down 
on my old farm and warned me to 
leave before worse would happen. I 
made several attempts to get on good 
terms with him but it was not tfntil 
the year 1887 that I was successful, 
and we finally became great friends; 
the first.white man, he informed me, 
that had been honored by his friend- 
ship. 

Neither he or his small band had 
accepted the treaty with the Goyern- 
ment. In fact, being wealtlfy in 

. horses, furs and supplies of all kinds, 
he looked on the $5.00 per 
(which each treaty Indian received 
from the Government) con- 
tempt.

A Canadian Free Port 


Plan to Make Vancouver the First} To Domesticate Wild Animais of the|Collecting the Luxury Tax) 


Free Port on the Continent. 

A plan to make Vancouver the first 
“free port’ on the North American 
Cohtinent, is receiving the attention 
of business men in Western Canada. 
This will be accomplished by the cs- 
tablishment of a “foreign trade area” 
anowhich goods for transhipment may 
be handled without payment of duty. 
Pacilities for grading, reconditioning, 
sorting, repacking, mixing or m&nu- 
facturing foreign merchandise for re- 
shipmenf will be provided. The 
manufacturing establishments would 
save customs duties and the delays in- 
cidental to the use of dutiable im- 


PM ported raw materials, and the restric- 


tions incidential to the use of bonded 
warehouses and bonded manufactur- 
ing plant would be eliminated. Duty 
would be paid only on goods desig- 
uated for the Canadian market and 
shipped out of the foreign trade area. 

Many of the larger ports in Europe 
have their “free areas,” whose facili- 
ties contributed largely to their 
growth. The advantage of such 
areas are so great that it is surpris- 
ing that they have ‘not been adopted 
at any other ports on this side of the 
Atlantic before now. 


Steel ic tae in B.C. 


Favorable Industrial Facilities on the 
Pacific Coast, 


As a result of the report of thoin- 
vestigation committee sent to Chi- 
cago by the British Columbia Goy- 
ernment to investigate the success of 
electrical blast furnaces, the estab- 
lishment of the iron and stecl indus- 
try in the province can be expected 
shortly. An electric scyap mill will 
be established to handle the > large 
quantity of scrap iron and steel now 
sent every month to the Seattle mills. 


“The committee will also urge the en- 


couragement of the rubber and paper 
bag industries, It was brought out 
that 82 per cent. of the world’s rub- 
ber comgs from the British Empire 
and that the raw material'can be land- 
ed-cheaper at the Pacific ports of the 
provinee thaw at Chicago or Akron. 
They found the great paper bag 
manufacturers of Cificago using Can- 
adian paper entirely, 


Giving Aid to Industries. 

According to report, the province 
of British Columbia has now advanc- 
ed more than & million dollars in fin- 
ancing industrial organizations locat- 
ing in the province.
